DETAILS AWAITED 


Three Uplanders will be in San 
Bernardino Wednesday at a con- 
ference on food rationing to hear 
details of the registration plan 
and other matters in connection 
with the program. 

In attendance from here will be 
Harold W. Cook, superintendent 
of the Upland schools; Miss Jes- 
sie Brown, principal of the Ele- 
mentary school; Mrs. Rhona 
Clarke, principal of the High- 
teenth Street school, and Mrs.. 
Ada Hand Quick, principal of 
Sierra Vista school. 

The conference, for all school 
leaders in the county, has been 
arranged by the office of the 
county superintendent of schools. 

Rationing of canned fruits, veg- 
etables and juices, frozen fruits 
and vegetables, soups and dried 
fruits will go into operation Mon- 
day, March 1. At that time 
“point” rationing will be inaug- 
urated throughout the United 
States. 

Starting at midnight February 
20, retail sales of all rationed 
foods will be suspended providing 
a 10-day period during which 
grocers will have an opportunity 
to replenish their stocks. 

According to information from 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, for six days starting Febru- 
ary 22, consumers will be requir- 
ed to register at the local schools. 
When business is resumed no 
grocer can sell any rationed item 
without receiving in addition to 
the purchase price the required 
number of “points” from the pur- 
chaser. 

It is announced that consumers 
will have 48 “points” to spend for 
rationed foods during March.
